It seems to be generally conceded thatthe Burnside bill for the organization of

the army cannot past. The bill, ua whole,will be vigorously opposed by some of thenlllnfit matnkuou ^
m.wn buiucin ui UUM ilUUODO.

ground that it tends to subordinate the
War ltepartment, and eventlie President
himself, to the General of the Army, anjlto establish a sort of military autocracywhich is not in harmony eitherwith the wishes of the people orthe spirit of our institutions. Some
of its leading opponents do not hesitate to
say that the authority which it gives theGeneral of the Army is not only excessivebut wholly unconstitutional, and are unfterthe conviction that the bill in its presentshape, or any shape which it iB likelyto assume, will fail to receive tne approvalof Congress. Representative Atkins, withthe counsel and suggestive co-operationof some of the ablest officers of the army,has prepared another as a substitute,
which, although it has the same generalobject as the liurnside bill, differs considerablyfrom tho latter in its methods anddetails. Its principal provisions are asfollows:

j.uu iirmy is 10 do reaucea to the desired
strength, not by summary dismissals or
enforced retirements, but by tbo slower
operation of natural laws. Vacancies createdby death, casualties and resignationsare to be left unfilled. Regiments are tobe consolidated as their effective strengthdecreases, and the whole army, line and
staff alike, allowedjto gradually.shrink to
the desired numerical limits. (The retiredlist, instead of being restricted to fourhundred, is to be made as large as the necessitiesof the service may require, andall officers without exception are to be
placed on that list as fast as they become
inaipacitated from activc duty or reachthe age of sixty-two. In the meantimethe supply of officers from West Point isto bo cut off. The bill provides thatthe members ofthe next two classesgraduating from that academy shall,if they so desire, recover $750 each
on the completion of their studies, and bepermitted to return to their homes subjectto recall at the expiration of two
years, if their services are required. Theprovisions of the bill with regard to thereduction of the number of regiments inthe army are similar to those in the Burnsidebill; the army, however, is placedunder the supreme control of the SecretaryofWar^subjectonlyjto the higherauthority
oi tno rresiaeni, as commander in chief.The power of the general army, instead ofbeing increased, as bjr the Burnside bill, isatrictlyj limited to its present bounds.The bill provides for the adoption ofthe battalion system and regimentalorganization, and makes a changein the present rule of promotion
as regards first and second Lieutenants.A Lieutenant can now be advanced onlyin regiments to which they are attached,while Captains and Majors may be promotedto higher ranks in other regimentsbelonging to the same army service. Thisdifference the bill proposes to abolish, bygiving Lieutenants the same eligibility topromotion in other regiments that higherofficers now enjoy.The general-features proposed in the reorganizationof tho staff departments aresimilar to those attached to tho army appropriationbill passed by the House lastFCHsion, and subsequently abandoned.Thn |n*ArM»o«»nWi:».. **-- »

u» uio nno anuBtatf officers, which is a much criticisedfeature of the Burnside bill, is not includedin this substitute. 1
Other changes of greater or less importanceare made in the details of the armyorganization, but the above are the salientfeatures pronoBcd by the law. It is nowunder consideration by the sub committeeon the Army Appropriation bill, and it is '

believed that the lattter will recommend Ito the full committee the adoption of atleast ita more important provisions. If,however, it should not be incorporated in (that bill, it will shortly bo introduced,either by Mr. Atkinsor Mr. Hewitt (of New .York), on its own merits, as a substitute cfor the bill of Generals Burnside and Ban*ning.
